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TO BUILD TOWN ON BAY SHORE. 

Plans Being Made by Southern Pa¬ 
cific to House Its Freight Handlers 

The Southern Pacific Railroad is going 
to build a town. The project has long 
been under consideration, but the offi¬ 
cials are perfecting the idea. The decis 
ion was reached by President Harriman 
as soon as the plan for the bay shore 
cutoff became a certainty. 

One of the features of the bay shore 
cutoff will be the establishment of the 
freight yards in the vicinity of Visita- 
eion Point. All the freight that comes 
into the city by way of the Ogden i*c 
Sunset routes will be hamtted there in¬ 
stead of at Oakland as formerly. 'Phis 
will make San Francisco a mainland 
city, and the advantages of this move 
in saving time and exnense have often 
been pointed out. 

As soon as it was decided to locate the 
yards at that point the question arose 
as to how the workmen to be employed 
should be housed. Plans for the yards 
had been made and include miles of 
switching track, hut no plans thought 
oiit in regard to the men who were to 
handle the freight. 

When the yards are completed it is 
calculated that it will require at least 
5000 men to handle the business. As 
Visitacion Point is some distance down 
the west shore, and it would not he prac¬ 
ticable to haul the men every morning 
from the city, the idea has been suggest 
ed that a city be built in the neighbor¬ 
hood of the.yards and the men form a 
community of their own. 

This plan gained such favor with the 
local officials that it has been decided to 
start tbe construction of such a city as 
soon as the route is in working order. 
It is computed that within a year trains 
will be running into the new yards and 
all the work will be done. Then the prob¬ 
lem will be a reality and the road will 
have to provide for its men and the city 
will spring up. The plan will be much 
on the same line as that adopted by tbe 
steel trust, which baa built a city much 
larger on tbe shores of Lake Michi¬ 
gan. 

The scheme is regarded by the officials 
as certain of success. The interests of 
the community will be common, and as 
tlie men can secure accommodations 
cheaply it is expected that a thriving 
town of more than 5000 inhabitants 
will spring into existence where before 
was tbe barren shore of the bay 

No plans have actually been made, 
but it is believed that the co mpany will 
take a hand either directly or indirectly 
in providing homes for tiie men, and a 
town of cottages has been suggested. 
Tbe streets of tbe town will be laid out 
and the whole plan perfected before a 
building is put up, and there will be 
some interesting lessons for the sociolo¬ 
gist as the work proceeds and the gov¬ 
ernment of the town is perfected. The 
men will handle their own system of 
government and will probably elect one 
of their number to correspond to a 
mayor and be directed by a board of al¬ 
dermen. 

Plans for the new town will be per¬ 
fected in the near future, and the 
work will be ready to start when the 
cutoff is ready for operation.

Improve your town by'cleaning up 
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Peninsular Promotion League Formed 


Friday afternoon at Jordan’s Hall 
representatives of the various promotion 
committees of the San Francisco penin¬ 
sula met and effected a permanent organ¬ 
ization, of these bodies. The secretary 
of the meeting then read the articles of 
permanent organization, which are as 
follows: “Resolved, That this meeting 
does now and is permanently organized 
under the name of the Peninsular 
Promotion League, to have the follow¬ 
ing purposes: 

“The development of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Peninsula. 

“The advertising of its resources and 
advantages. 

“The fostering of its growth and pop¬ 
ulation. 

“The extension of its manufacturing 
facilities. 

“The advancement, of im means of 
transportation, and in general the pro¬ 
motion of all its varied interests.” 

The members of this league are to 
consist of the various improvement or¬ 
ganizations within the territory extend¬ 
ing Irom Sunnyvale to South San Fran¬ 
cisco inclusive, each to he represented 
by two men from each organization. 
The meetings are to be held quarterly 
or at such time as the president shall 
call them 

The meeting then proceeded to the 
election ot officers with the following 
result: 

President, Marshall Black of Palo Alto; 
vice-president, K. \V. Langeuhach of 
South San Francisco; secretary, C. N. 
Kirkbride; treasurer, P. P, Chamber¬ 
lain of Redwood City. 

A resolution was then introduced bv 
Mr. Carothers of May field as follows: 

“Resolved. That we, the Peninsular 
Promotion League, representing the up¬ 
per portion of the Santa Clara valley 
and the northern end of Santa Clara 
county, favor the plan to bridge San 
Francisco bay at Dumbarton Point and 
the granting of a permit therefor ac¬ 
cording to law, that we will do all in 
our power as an organization to secure 
the same, and 

“Resolved, further, That a copy of 
these resolutions be sent to the Secre¬ 
tary of War and the Southern Pacific 
railroad company.” 

The towns of the peninsula were well 
represented at the meeting and the 
meeting itself showed great enthusiasm 
for the future of this portion of the 
State. Those present were: 

Marshall Black and F. A. Marriott of 
Palo Alto, E. D. Carothers of Mayfield, 
John Me Bain of Menlo Park, F. II. 
Thorpe and P. P. Chamberlain of Red¬ 
wood City, P. \. Roussel of Belmont, 
Cupt. 11. N. Riordon and C. N. Kirk¬ 
bride of San Mateo, J. Kikerenkotter 
and E. W. Langeuhach of South Sun 
Francisco. 

In the discussion that followed the 
business of the meeting the water prob¬ 
lem of the upper peninsula was brought 
up and means for remedying it weie 
proposed, but the matter was left for 
the next meeting of the league. A 
scheme for advertising was outlined by 
a representative of the San Francisco 
News Letter 

It was also suggested by Mr. Thorpe of 
Redwood City that ellbrts be made to 
induce the newspaper men of the penin¬ 
sula to conduct an organized campaign 
ot education in respect to the events of 
three months ago, that the results of 
the great earthquake might not be told 
with extra color.—Palo Alto Times.

HOW TO GET BEST RESULTS UNDER 
ALL CONDITIONS. 

Earli Street SlioQiltl lie I’thtiileil With 

the Slime Says .1. Horace 

MeFarlnml — Points oil Selecting 

Trees and I’ro’tectii:* Them. 

Iu response to a letter of inquiry ad¬ 
dressed to tlio American Civic associa¬ 
tion the following valuable informa 
tion has been furnished by its presi¬ 
dent, J. Horace McFarland: 

If you are to plant street trees i| 
your town it should be done with intq 
ligent and careful consideration at 
not at random. You can Anil out wh 
trees do best iu your neighborhood b] 
Investigation. It is always preferabli 
and very greatly preferable, to us| 
trees that are either indigenous 
have been sufficiently tested to uiakl 
sure that they will be successful. Then 
is nothing to lie gained and much t| 
be lost by the introduction of nursery 
men’s novelties, of trees from othe 
localities that are not sufficiently tes 
eil or of those that tire not long liveij 
and of proper habit for street planting 

The next matter of importance is t 
see that, if you are to plant whol 
streets at a time, they are planted a 
in the same kind of tree and not hit oj 
miss. Our great mCioqal capital 
Washington, is a conspicuous exatnpl 
of how well tree planting can be 11 m 
aged, for there are great avenues wit| 
pin oaks and others with sycamore 
and others with tulips and others wi 
elms, but on no street lias there lien 
permitted a heterogeneous mi xttir; 
Mixing of trees can be likened to tiii 
condition that would prevail if a gen¬ 
tleman getting for himself a double 
breasted frock coat would alternate the 
buttons i.i nil different sorts of texture. 

It is next important to see that the 
trees are not planted too closely. Long 
lived trees need room to develop. The 
small trees you will undoubtedly use 
look very lonesome when planted at the 
proper distanee apart, blit they will 
grow nil tlio better for having room to 
grow. I have seen examples of tree 
planting not over ten or twelve feet 
apart, with the certainty that after 
awhile the trees would be damaging 
each other and some would have tc 
be removed. Never loss than twenty 
feet and preferably more space should| 
bo permitted between trees. 

You can assure your property owners 
that tlio modern idea is that tlio city 
had better own the trees. A 3 your 
town grows it will lie able to provide 
care for these trees. The best possible 
work now under way Is in New Jersey, 
where there Tire tree planting commis 
ekms. In this state if the town elect; 
trees are planted under the local com-l 
missioners purely at the determination] 
of the commission as to vaMety ant 
character, distance, etc., but at the cost 
of the abutting property owners. 

In respect to varieties of trees let me 
suggest a consideration of the Ameri¬ 
can elm. tlu» pin oak, the red oak, the 
American sycamore, the English syca¬ 
more. tlio tulip tret', the lull'd or sugar 
maple. Hie r -d maple, possibly tile Nor- 1 
way maple and tile sycamore maple 
Certainly omit the silver maple or the] 
asli leave 1 maple from your eonsldern 
tion. Tit ■ white ash may lie used and 
is long live '. You may have other in- 
digenoti. trees which approach the 
ideal form for street tree;, which is 
that of the '..aerican ehn. If you can 
by any means plant tile largest propor¬ 
tion of elms, do so. I have visited the 
city of Oswego, N. Y.. where forty or 
fifty years ago a general tree planting 
movement was unitertaken and nil the 
streets were planted wisely with elms. 
The effect is now of the utmost beauty. 

You need to have ordinances to take 
the control of these trees out of tlio 
hands of til" property owner and to 
place it in the hands of an unpaid city 
commi--ion whirl) would include some 
with expert knowledge. Surely you 
can find some public spirited men and 
women to serve hi tills capacity, Ao 
to protecting the trees from boys, tlio 
best possible way is to teach the boys 
to love the trees by showing' them pic¬ 
tures of oo.l trees In your schools and 
giving them information about trees. 

As to tlic trimming proposition, it 
must lie absolutely restricted if you 
are to have good trees. If tile trees 
come to you i.i fair order with a good 
root system they will need the cutting 
off of ail tmitilii.'il roots and a rea¬ 
sonable Gun-toning In of the upper 
lirancke; ;,> a sy teuiatic shape, cut¬ 
ting in '.cli c \ e close to a lnul smooth¬ 
ly.

The freight situation in San Francisco 
is getting to be a serious problem.

Vice President 
Krutschnitt has ordered that no more 
lumber be sent to San Francisco until 
the congested situation is relieved. 

With the freight handlers out, the 
linemen out and the probable tie up of 
the entire car system in the city, it now 
appears that the restoring of Sail Fran¬ 
cisco will he nil extremely slow and ex¬ 
pensive affair.
